“What an opportu- 
nity we have to change 
this country,” said 
the 47-year-old chief 
executive, who also 
hosted a reception at 
the presidential man- 
sion for 200 inaugu- 
ration volunteers and 
guests selected by an 
Internet lottery 

After dancing at 
inaugural balls with 
First Lady Michelle 
Obamapast midnight, 

Obama entered the 
Oval Office for the 
first time as president 
in early morning. He 
read a good luck note 
left behind by former 
President George W 

Bush, then began breaking cleanly with his 
predecessor’s policies. 

Obama on Thursday plans to sign an exec- 
utive order that would close the detention 
facility at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, within a

Obama’s Cabinet was moving closer to 
completion. 

At the Capitol, the Senate confirmed 
Hillary Clinton as secretary of state after a 
one-day delay forced by Republicans. The 
vote was 94-2, and spectators seated in the 
galleries erupted in applause when it was 
announced. 

Six Cabinet members have been confirmed 


so far, including former Chicago Public 
Schools head Arne Duncan as secretary of 
education. 

Obama’s schedule for the day included sep- 
arate sessions on the economy and the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

He presided over the White House meeting 
on the economy as the House Appropriations 
Committee moved toward approval of $358 
billion in new spending, part of the economic 
stimulus package making its way to his desk. 


The new commander in chief held his first 
meeting in the Situation Room, where he. 
Vice President Joe Biden and senior military 
and foreign policy officials discussed war in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. Obama campaigned 
on a pledge to withdraw U.S. combat forces 
from Iraq within 16 months, and to beef up 
the commitment in Afghanistan. 

Obama and his wife began their day at a 
prayer service traditional for presidents at 
the Washington National Cathedral.

Obama hopes to roll education, health, 
energy measures Into stimulus package

The economic crisis that will dominate Barack Obama's first loo days as 
president, and beyond, will give him a rare chance to enact big portions of 
his agenda that otherwise might have languished for months or years. 
Not since Franklin D, Roosevelt has a new president been poised 
to pack so many ambitious, costly— and, under more normal circum- 
stances, highly contentious— projects into one fast-moving bill. As in 
1933, a frightening economic collapse makes the quick political work 
possible, choking off longer debates and possible opposition that many 


of the initiatives would have faced in better times. 

Congress is working on a mammoth stimulus bill, costing $825 billion 
or more, to treat the sick economy Obama is using it as a vehicle for 
an array of priorities, including billions of dollars for renewable energy, 
education and health care innovations. 

The economic crisis that drives this train, of course, also poses severe 
challenges to the new president. His lofty approval ratings could col- 
lapse if the number of jobs and home values keep falling. And with the 
intense focus on stimulating the economy, he will postpone priorities 
that do not fit into the legislative package, 

Obama already has said he will delay his campaign promise to raise 
taxes on the wealthy He also has signaled there will be no prompt 
action on sticky issues such as revisiting the North America Free Trade 
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What should President Obama address immediately?

Agreement, changing the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy for gays 
in the military, and making it easier for workers to unionize. 
Aside from the economy, Obama’s biggest task will be to 
wind down the Iraq war and make Afghanistan more stable. 
But the biggest priority, his new press secretary Robert 
Gibbs said, “is getting this economy back on track,” The 
multibillion-dollar stimulus bill should help do that, he said, 
as it paves the way for legislative action that once seemed 
more problematic.

chances to tuck new or expanded programs into the legisla- 
tion that he essentially can accomplish his First lOO Days 
agenda (a term he avoids) in one huge bill. How much credit, 
or criticism, he might receive is unclear, because many compo- 
nents win not get the attention they would have under a more 
piecemeal approach. 

Paying for college 

Consider PeU Grants, the most important federal aid program 
for college students, Obama campaigned to expand the pro- 
gram, which this year granted up to $4,700 each to 6 million 
students, virtually all with family incomes less than $50,000, 
Congress and presidents have not fully funded Pell Grants 
for 30 years. But now they may come close by allocating 
$15,6 billion for the grants in the stimulus package. 

Paperless health care 

In another example, during the campaign, Obama called for 
spending $10 billion a year, for five years, to convert paper 
medical records to electronic formats, a move meant to save 


money and reduce medical errors. The proposal’s fate was 
uncertain on Election Day But lawmakers now say the two- 
year stimulus bill is likely to include $20 billion for the effort. 
Barring unforeseen complications, that money will be 
added with relatively little attention and debate, as the big- 
ger problems of job losses, home foreclosures and business 
failures continue to dominate the nation’s attention. 

Other Initiatives 

Other Obama goals that appear likely to be in the economic 
bill include, although negotiations in Congress continue: 

» Doubling renewable energy production ($8 billion), and making 
public buildings more energy-efficient ($31 billion). 

» Bringing high-speed Internet service to more communities and 
rural areas ($6 billion). 

» Extending health care subsidies for the recently unemployed 
under the COBRA program, and for former Medicaid recipients 
under programs such as TMA, or transitional medical assistance, 
($39 billion). 

» Extending supplemental grants for Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families ($2.5 billion).

Icicles look nice, but could pose problems

After weeks of gray, snowy days, the sun slanted 
through a clear sky Wednesday and set the city’s 
rooftops and ledges to sparkling. 

Warmth gently applied to piles of snow has 
turned Chicago into a city of icicles, adding a 
touch ofwintry poetry to the landscape— but also 
a dose of heightened danger. 

Icicles have formed in recent days as heat 
from houses and buildings melted snow and sent 
it dripping into frozen waterfalls from gutters 
and eaves. With ample sunlight further warming 
rooftops, millions more of the tiny trickles were 
set in motion Wednesday, and the icicles grew 
longer. 

Catching the sun on neighborhood streets, 
the icy decorations inspired delight and 
fascination as they gleamed at passers-by But 
it’s worth remembering that icicles also are a 
hazard for pedestrians and a worrisome sign for 
homeowners. 

“It might look pretty, but I’m more concerned 
about public safety and structural integrity than 
I am about aesthetics right now,” said Michael 
Cornicelli, executive vice president of the Building 
Owners and Managers Association in Chicago. 
Icicles are more common on homes than on 
downtown buildings, whose steeper sides, slicker 


surfaces and lack of ledges 
discourage icicle formation. 

When traffic cones and signs 
sprout on the sidewalks of 
the Loop, it’s usually to warn 
people about falling sheets or 
chunks of ice, not icicles. 

Homeowners who are seeing 
lots of icicles may want to 
consider beefing up their attic 
insulation, said Richard Stone 
of the University of Minnesota 
Extension. When outside 
temperatures warm too much, 
gravity starts to take over and 
the icicles can break and fall, 
especially if a wind kicks up. 

That may begin to happen 
Thursday in Chicago, when 
temperatures are forecast to 
climb above freezing for the 
first time in weeks. 

“There isn’t very much we can do to prevent it 
from falling,” Cornicelli said. “It’s just nature, a 
naturally occurring thing.” 

He suggests people give buildings a wider berth 
as they walk. 

“One of the few things that we can really do to

help pedestrians effectively is to advise them to 
walk a little further away,” Cornicelli said. “The 
ice tends to fall straight down. If you can stay away 
from the side of the building you’re probably less 
likely to get hit.” 

Another helpful idea? Heads up.

January is National Volunteer Blood Donor Month, 
and area blood banks are offering donor incentives 
in the hopes of sucking your blood. LifeSource is 
looking for all blood types but needs O and B blood, 
spokeswoman Tammy Basile said. Ideally, LifeSource 
wants a five- to seven-day blood supply, but currently 
the bank has only a two-day supply “The bad weather 
really has caused a decline in donations,” Basile said. 

This month, LifeSource donors will receive a 
12 percent discount coupon for Abt Electronics in- 


store purchases and 5 percent for online purchases. 
Donors also can enter a random drawing to win one of 
100 pairs of Blackhawks tickets. 

The Red Cross lost about 750 donations because 
blood drives had to end early or were canceled because 
of the weather, and the group finished the year short of 
its target, spokeswoman Kellie Shane said. The group 
collected about 11,500 pints of blood in November and 
about 10,000 pints in December.

Last Israeli troops leave Gaza 


JERUSALEM The last Israeli troops 
left the Gaza Strip before dawn 
Wednesday, the military said, as Israel dis- 
patched its foreign minister to Europe in 
a bid to rally international support to end 
arms smuggling into the Hamas-ruled ter- 
ritory 

The timing of the troop pullout 
reflected Israel’s hopes to defuse the crisis 
in still-volatile Gaza before President 
Obama settled into the White House. 
The military said troops remain massed 
on the Israeli side of the border, poised 


for action if militants violated a fragile, 3- 
day-old truce. 

Israel launched the war to halt years 
of militant rocket fire on southern Israel 
and to stop arms smuggling that put one- 
eighth of the country’s population within 
rocket range, but by Wednesday smuggling 
was under way again. 

AP Television News footage showed 
Palestinian smugglers Wednesday filling a 
fuel truck with gasoline that came through 
a cross-border tunnel from Egypt. The 
footage also showed workers busy clearing 


blocked tunnels and bulldozers carrying 
out other repairs. 

Meanwhile, a Palestinian human rights 
group said it had completed its count of 
the death toll from the Israeli operation. 

The Palestinian Center for Human 
Rights said a total of 1,284 Palestinians 
were killed and 4,336 wounded in the 
23 -day war. It said 894 of the dead were 
civilians, including 280 children or minors 
ages 17 and younger. It cited data collected 
by its field researchers and checked against 
information from hospitals and clinics.

Next top X Games stunt: 
snowmobile double back flip

ASPEN, Colo. In the frequently frenetic, blurred 
and always action-packed world of extreme 
sports, one steadfast reality has become clear: 
The Winter X Games are flipping over snow- 
mobiling. 

And the buzz about the sport is even louder 
this week as some elite snowmobile riders com- 
ing to Buttermilk Mountain here have been 
talking about flipping a 450 -pound machine — 
twice, 

Minnesota’s Levi LaVallee said Wednesday he 
will give it a go Friday night in the X Games’ new 
“Best Trick” event for snowmobiling. The notion 
of a double back flip on a snowmobile has been 
brought up by snowmobilers for months. No one 
yet has tried it in competition, 

“I don’t think the idea is ridiculous at all. It’s 
gnarly,” said Paul Thacker, who briefly held the 
distance jumping world record of 271 feet, “But 
it’s definitely mathematically possible, and there 
are some guys out there that I think have the 
skills to put it to snow,” 

He mentioned Dane Ferguson, a fellow 
Alaskan, who, he said, “is just crazy enough to 
give it a shot,” 

There are four riders entered in the Best Trick 
event— LaVallee, Ferguson, Joe Parsons and 
Jimmy Fejes, 

LaVallee said the double back flip requires 
huge air to fit both spins into the short time 
between leaving the ramp and hitting the snow 
He credits the possibility of accomplishing a 
double back to his backyard foam pit, a giant 
above-ground container brimming with cushy 
foam blocks where he practices, 

“It is the coolest toy on Earth,” said the 26- 
year-old snowmobiler, ‘And it’s a great tool. The 
progression is so fast with those things, because 
you are able to try absolutely ridiculous stuff 


One year a guy does a Superman flip and the 
next year everyone looks at it like, ‘No big deal. 
What’s next?’ Enter the double back,” 

There are fewer than a dozen riders in the 
world capable of landing even a single flip right 
now A failed attempt at a double back flip could 
lead to a crippling injury or even death. 

The sight of what amounts to a 450 -pound 
sofa on skis rotating upside down some 40 feet 
in the air induces a surreal trance like no other— 
except, of course, seeing it flip twice, 

“%u look at the X Games as awhole and every- 
thing out there is dangerous,” said Chris Burandt 
of Kremmling, the 2007 X Games gold medalist 
in snowmobile freestyle, “{Snowboarders] boost- 
ing 20 feet out of the superpipe— like 40 feet 
total off the ground— that’s pretty ridiculous. 
But if you put a 450 -pound snowmobile into the 
mix, it kind of heightens the danger a little bit. 
I’d say” 

Burandt, 30, is considered one of the pioneers 
of freestyle snowmobiling. He wasn’t the first to 
land a flip on a snowmobile — that credit goes to 
California snowmobiler Jim Rippey who first 
pulled off the feat in 2000, 

Burandt’s iio-foot flip in 2006 won the X 
Games gold in dramatic fashion, and until the 
second rotation is added to the mix, it remains 
the benchmark two years after freestyle snow- 
mobile competition debuted, 

‘At first the flip was really hard for me, because 
everything about it is wrong. Everything is back- 
wards,” he said, “When we go off a ramp, it’s nat- 
ural to correct yourself to land right. Now you’re 
wanting to go the other way, and everything 
looks backwards when you’re upside-down. You 
see the ground above you and the sky below you 
and all this crazy stuff that you’re not used to see- 
ing, And that’s the hard part about it. But like 
everything else, you get comfortable with it,”

Tribune Co. executives 
have chosen a favorite 
among three bids for the Cubs and 
have given that recommendation to 
the unsecured creditors committee 
in the company’s bankruptcy case, 
a source close to the situation said 
Wednesday. 

Tribune Co. and its investment 
banker, JPMorgan Chase & Co., 
removed the names from the bids, 
referring to them by number. The 
committee will review the offers and 
other Tribune Co.-related business 
at a regularly scheduled meeting 
Thursday. 

The creditors have no official 
veto power over the sale of the 
Cubs, Wrigley Field and associated 
assets. But sources said Tribune 
Co. apparently wants to get the 
committee’s consent in order to keep 
the case friendly. 

It wasn’t certain if the committee 
would return its own verdict Thursday, 
but its blessing may be the final 
hurdle to picking a finalist. 

A spokesman for Tribune Co., which 
owns the Chicago Tribune, WGN and 
RedEye, declined comment.

Wednesday’s game was the 300th played at the Breslin Center, 
Michigan State’s on-campus arena that opened for the 1989-90 
season.

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Cold comfort

Their eats: Forget those Newltfear’s dieting 
resolutions you made three weeks ago. With 
more than a foot of snow on the ground 
and last week’s cold snap a not-yet-distant- 
enough memory, 
now is not the 
time to deny your- 
self a hot, hearty 
meal. 

The Bosnian 
comfort food at 
Lincoln Square’s 
Restaurant 
Sarajevo is just the 
thing to combat 
the winter dol- 
drums. Owner Enes Hubjer came to the U.S. 
with his family in 1994, eager to share 
the food and culture of his native coun- 
try; for the last decade, he’s been serving 
Bosnian classics at this corner restaurant. 
Though it’s a family-run spot, fioor-to-ceil- 
ing wood paneling, white tablecloths, and 
black-and-white drawings of old Sarajevo 
lend a touch of class. 


The menu is heavy on grilled veal, sau- 
sages and fish. The star is the signature 
cevapcici (above), sort of a ground-beef mini- 
sausage without the casing that’s popular 
throughout southeastern Europe. It’s served 
on a fluffy bread with melted cream cheese, 
onions and tomatoes on the side ($6.35). If 
you’re going to blow your diet, you might as 
well do it on a dish like this. 


Your drinks: The friendly folks at Lincoln 
Square’s Fine Wine Brokers (4621 N. Lincoln 
Ave. 773-989-8166) always are happy to 
offer budget-friendly recommendations. 

To complement a rich sausage like cevapcici, 
staffer Maria Ritzema suggests a bottle of 
Artazuri garnacha, a Spanish red with lots 
of dark, ripe fruit ($12.95). If you’re more 
likely to go for chicken or fish, consider the 


Sella & Mosca La Gala vermentino. Ritzema 
says this dry, medium-bodied Sardinian wine 
combines pear flavors with citrus notes, 
making it a perfect choice for lighter entrees 
($12.95). Restaurant Sarajevo charges a $5 
corkage fee per table.

If you don’t like the program on TV, you can always change it. But when 
TV itself changes for good in a few weeks, it could leave you trudging 
through a blizzard of snowy channels if you don’t prepare yourself and 
your precious sets. 

On Feb. 17, all TV stations switch from analog to digital broadcasts. 
It’s a move meant to clear the airwaves for public safety services and 
wireless, while improving your picture and sound. 

“Unlike any other change that has ever taken place in TV, this one is 
incompatible with the past,” says Anne Elliot, vice president of com- 
munications for The Nielsen Co. “When TV went color, your old black- 
and-white set still worked. But this really is quite different.” 

Still, close to I in 10 households weren’t ready for the conversion 
by December. According to data released by Nielsen at the end of 
December, about 7.8 million US. TV households— almost 7 percent of 
the national total— were completely unprepared for the digital switch, 
with no sets able to see the new signals. In Chicago, 6.6 percent of our 


3.5 million TV homes were unprepared. 

First things first: Digital TV does not equal luxury TV 
“It doesn’t have to be a mega-thousand-dollar flat-screen TV that you 
hang on the wall,” Elliot says. “It can be a $200 TV with a digital tuner 
that allows you to get the new signal.” 

Since you still have time to tweak, drop that remote and fire up your 
laptop. The Federal Communications Commission has a Web site, 
dtv2009.gov, that explains the switch and everything you need to know 
to make your sets digital compatible. 

We’ve studied that Web site to create this how-to guide for a smooth 
conversion. 

If you have cable or satellite service, you don’t have to do anything. 
Tour service providers will handle the conversion on their end. If you 
have any doubts, contact your cable or dish company 

Tbu also may not have to do anything if your TV was made after 2004. 
Most of those sets can read digital signals. Contact the manufacturer to 
see if your TV is analog or digital. 


If you have an analog TV 
and no cable or satellite 
service, you have some 
options: 

Get cable or 
satellite service 

This is one way to solve the 
problem, provided you’re 
ready to make that jump 
and incur the monthly costs 
that go with it. 

Buy a 

digital-anaiog 
converter box 

The boxes cost between 
$40 and $60 and can be 
found at major electronics 
stores. The government was 
distributing $40 coupons for 
the boxes, but has run out. 
You still can visit dtv2009. 
gov to get on the waiting 
list. As unused coupons 
expire, new ones get sent 
out. If buying boxes online, 
many retailers will require 
you to order at least three 
days before the coupon 
expires. 

Installing the converter 
box is easy. Just plug an 
antenna (indoor or outdoor) 
into the box, and plug the 
box into the TV’s antenna 
port. Done. 

Go cold turkey 
from broadcast TV 

Analog TVs will still work 
with your DVD player, VCR 
and gaming consoles. If all 
that video diversion can 
keep you happy, maybe 
jumping off the televised 
grid isn’t such a bad option.
